1 . Claims 1-10 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented Pat. No. 5,768,691 and 6,256,495. The 
improvement features include an expansion card having a switching and 
connecting arrangement comprising a first integrated antenna switch for selecting 
either a first internal or a first external antennas to be coupled to the diversity 
switch; a second integrated antenna switch for selecting either a second internal or 
a second external antennas to be coupled to the diversity switch; wherein the 
diversity switch for selecting the first integrated antenna switch or the second 
integrated antenna switch and for connecting the first and second integrated 
antenna switches to the transceiver (claims 1 and 8)
